IT IS RECOMMENDED THAT THE BOARD:

Accept the completed contract work under Project ID No. RDC0014704 – Interstate 5/Hasley 
Canyon Road Interchange, for reconstruction of a freeway interchange including drainage structures, 
retaining walls, bridges, on- and off-ramps, roundabouts, and relocation of a waterline, in the 
unincorporated community of Castaic, performed by Security Paving Company, Inc., with a credit in 
the amount of $2,998,375.63, and a final contract cost of $32,609,314.78.

PURPOSE/JUSTIFICATION OF RECOMMENDED ACTION

The purpose of the recommended action is to obtain the Board's acceptance of the work of the 
contract in compliance with the provisions of the State Public Contract Code.  Included in the 
enclosure are project and contract data. 

The project has been completed, and it is recommended that the Board accept it on the date 
indicated in the enclosure.
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Implementation of Strategic Plan Goals
The Countywide Strategic Plan directs the provisions of Operational Effectiveness (Goal 1) and 
Integrated Services Delivery (Goal 3).  Acceptance of this contract completes the work to improve 
infrastructure and enhance the quality of life in the affected community.

FISCAL IMPACT/FINANCING

The original contract amount was $32,219,937.95.  The actual costs of changes in work previously 
approved by the Board was $3,387,752.46.  The value of changes in work approved by the Director 
of Public Works (Director) under her delegated authority was a credit of $2,998,375.63, bringing the 
final contract amount to $32,609,314.78.

Acceptance of the work of this contract by the Board is in compliance with the acceptance and 
prompt payment provisions of the State Public Contract Code.

Sufficient funds are available in the Board-approved appropriations in the Fiscal Year 2012-13 Road 
Fund Budget to cover the final value of the contract.  A contract cost summary is included in the 
enclosure.

FACTS AND PROVISIONS/LEGAL REQUIREMENTS

This contract, for the construction of public works improvements, was awarded by the Board to a 
responsible contractor with the lowest responsive bid in accordance with the State Public Contract 
Code, the Board's directives, and as recommended by the Director or her designee.

ENVIRONMENTAL DOCUMENTATION

Acceptance of the work of this contract does not change any conditions which resulted in the original 
environmental findings.

IMPACT ON CURRENT SERVICES (OR PROJECTS)

Acceptance of the work of this contract by the Board will ensure the timely closeout of the contract, 
releasing departmental and County assets for other construction-related activities.
